Architects Like Color in Greenbelt 


Color and variety in the buildings here attracted 
the approval of an international group of visitors 
who know good housing when they see it. 

The occasion was the visit of delegates to the 
International Institute of Architects, who convened 
last week in Washington at the Mayflower Hotele The 
large group which visited Grembelt was conducted 
around by 0. Kline Fulmer, himself an architect by 
professione Mr. Fulmer says: he found their. comments 
most interesting. Heart—warming indeed to a man who 
participated in the birth of the town were their re- 
marks about the houses themselves. They marveled at 
the effect achieved with cirider block ad flat- 
topped roofs, two of the media most difficult for 
the architect to usee The general appearance and 
size of Greenbelt drew admiring canment from then, 
particularly the effect of variety achieved by the 
coloring and grouping of the houses, and this in 
spite of the necessarily standardized row character 
of the dwelling wits. 

The well kept grounds and gardens were partbicular- 
ly noted. Several asked for copies of the town

the Japanese people themselves average about a foot 
less in height than Americans and other western 
peoples

Roy S. Braden, Town Manager will speak 
briefly on "The Interest of the Farm Security Admin— 
istration in Cooperative Projects." 

Dr. Mitchell has studied at universities both in 
this country and abroad. He was a Rhodes Scholar 
at Oxford for the three years ending in 1929, has 
taught at Columbia University for six years, and has 
been associated with Farm Security since 1935. He 
is an authority on labor conditions in the South. 

Also featured on the two-day program of the In- 
stitute, the theme of which is "Greenbelt's Place 
in Cooperative America," and which will include a 
recreational program of old-time dancing, community 
Singing, and stunts, is an impressive list of prom 
inent speakers. 

Two commmity suppers are to be served, the first 
Saturday evening by the Community Church Women; the 
second Sunday evening by the Catholic Ladies Club. 

The Institute will close with an Interfaith Meet- 
ing on Cooperatives arranged by the Permanent Con- 
ference on Religious Life in Greenbelt, with talks 
by leaders of the different faiths in Greenbelt and 
a concert by the Mt. Pleasant Congregational Church 
Choir.

We have been disciplined by the conflict which we 
thought would never end——the conflict of mn against 
mane We have now reached a time, however, when that 
war must end, else the machinery we have developed 
will become machinery of destruction—-used to halt 
the upward march of the human race. It is up to 
you, therefore, to learn a new way of life-—a way 
of mman peace, of human cooperation and of human 
kinship——which we of the older generations can 
scarcely comprehend. We who are about to die salute 
youl Long live the onward-marching human races"

A hatchet is potentially a dangerous weapon . Any 
parent, or leader of boys, who is in any way respon- 
sible for letting such an instrument get into unsu- 
pervised hands of a boy until he has demonstrated he 
possesses the necessary skill and good judgment is 
certainly grossly negligent in the discharge of his 
responsibility to the boy and to society.

The Right To Gripe 


Freedan to criticize is a cherished right in any 
democracye 

Unfortunately the right to criticize easily be 
comes a license to gripee (We refer to that collo- 
quialism which means to growl or grumble without 
definite reason or causee) Criticism’ carries with 
it at least an implication of the existence of a 
better way of doing things, and although it may be 
both bitter and destructive criticism is always def- 
inite mough to be met and answered. And in that 
answer liesthe improvement and progress which is the 
really cogent reason for our constant defense of the 
right to criticize. 

We also maintain the right to gripe,but it may be 
worth while to point how little purpose this type of 
complaining serves, and how self-defeating it can 
become as a habite 

Critician coming from someone with a record of 
achievement carries definite weight and influence. 
Backed up by suggestions and concrete proposals 
criticism is welcmed in any commmity of fair 
minded persons. Made in a spirit of tolerance and 
helpfulness it is doubly-welcome. This, we must 
keep in mind is complaint by a specific person toa 
specific person about som definite thinge John 
Jones thinks the club dues are too high, and says so 
at a mmthly meeting. ‘Sam Smith believes the pre- 
sent ball field is wmsatisfactary and tells the Town 
Council his own ideas of what should be providede 
Bob Black . thinks this editorial misses the point 
entirely and tells the editor where it could lave 
been improvede 
| The "griper", however, is vague in his complaint 

and confides in his neighbors or total strangers but 
seldom to the person who could remedy the wrongs he 
gripes aboute Joe Grumble tells his new neighbors 
that the club is lousyeesseeJoe doesn't go to the 
meetingse Sam Smart tells everybody at the office 
in tom that Greenbelt las a terrible ball field.
